How to Cut Taxes in Half 
; 


S 


ECRETARY of the Treasury Mellon has told the Ways and 
Means Committee of Congress that the government must 


have four billion dollars for the next fiscal year, or about as 
much as it has been getting for two years back, and two-thirds 
of the sum it managed to get away with in the height of the 
war. 


The continuance of these staggering figures will cause little 


; . surprise for those versed in the ways of governments, but they> 
. are staggering, to s:iy the least, in view of the persistent pre- 


tenses of the administration about the wonderful economies they 
were going to effect. A great arn;y of economy boards and ef- 
ficiency boards has been created, and each of them has been 
press-agented broadcast thru the land. A general of the Pick- 
wickian school has heen appointed Budget Director a1 great 
expense, and it was announced that he would save hundreds of 
millions, presumably by prancing around Washington and in- 
dulging in picturesque profanity Before the worshipful report- 
ers. 
Now all these pretty bubbles have been pricked by Mr. 


Mellon's figures. The sum total of the saving effected by all 
the highly-paid experts and efficiency sharks is scarcely a 
-: kopeck. 


Incidentally. Secretary* Mellon states that the Fordnev' 


tariff, which was expected painlessly to extract $600.000.000 
from the pockets of the American people, for the expenses of 
government, will scarcely yield S450.000.000. 
This is quite 


consistent with the record of high tariffs, which invariably 
yield more before they are passed. 
It is also highly probable 


" that after Fordney's Folly has operated to further curtail Amer- 


ican foreign trade, its yield will suffer a further reduction. 


Secretary Mellon, however, valiantly proposes to cut the 


excess profits taxes on corporations, and to substitute a flat 1?>' 
per cent tax. instead of the present lo per cent tax. This is of 
only academic interest to common folks, who are forced lo 
-stand the burden of such taxes r.iany times over, both in in- 
creased prices and lowered pay. The good secretary will ai.-o 
cut the surtaxes on the hierhi-.-: income.- by about 4O per cent. 
thus enabling our multimillionaires to buy a few extra yachts 
and automobiles and run a greater number of establishments. 
This will be a great comfort to the rest of us. 


There are various simple ways in which the administra- 


tion could cut down the horrible burden of taxation. 
For in- 


stance the airplane expert.- and the New York Times declare 
that the recent bombing te-ls against captured (iorman dread- 
naughts prove that the capita! ship is now i^eie.-s for offen.-e 
against the bomb-carrying living machine. In \iew of this the 
hundreds of millions being .-pent annually on the greatest n.;.\'al 
building program ever rn-.ieeied by any nation i< for :he m^st 
part mere waste aru .-hould be abandoned forthwith.
